'| Mexicans were taken from jail, taken to 


the edge of the town and shot. 

Near Edinburg, where Octabiana Ale- 
man, a mail carrier, was shot and beaten 
by bandits, the bodies of two more Mexi- 
cans were found. They had been slain 
during the night. Both had been shot 
in the back. 

During the morning, the decapitated 
body of another Mexican, roped to a 
large log, floated down the Rio Grande 
Soldiers removed the body from the river 
at Fort Brown.

|Germans Die 
in Thrilling 
Duel in Air 


(By Cable to The Chicage Tribune.) 

LONDON, Sept. 15, 4 a. m—Philip 
Gibbs, the Chronicle's correspondent at 
the general headquarters on the French 
front, sends the following: 

“ Two German aeroplanes were brought 
down in our lines on Monday. The fate 
of one wap preceded by an act of des- 
perate bravery which won the admira- 
tion of our men in spite of their own peril. 
This Taube wae sighted over our ‘lines 
early in the morning. It was one of the 
latest type, armed with two machine 
guns, one fore and one after, and flew at 
great speed. Nevertheless, one of our 
acroplanes with a smaller wing spread 
and of lighter construction immediately 
mounted and gave chase. 

“ The enemy accepted the challenge, 
and a thrilling duel took place, the two 
machines circling about each other, ma- 
neuvering for position and firing at each

Plane showed the finest ekill in banking 
about his adversary and by a remarkable 
ehot hit the German machine in its petrol

“It began to fall, and it was then 
clear to the two Germans in the biplane 
that they were plunging to death. Yet, 
without loging their nerve or pluck, they 
mainta'ned their rdpid fire as they fell. 
Both were killed, but the machine was 
not much damaged, and may be flown by 
our aviators.” 


GERMAN SUBMARINE CHASES 
AMERICAN LINER ST PAUL. 


Steamship by Speed Keeps Ahead 
Until Help Arrives and the Un- 
-dersea Craft Then Disappears. 


LONDON, Sept. 14.—Word reached Lon- 
don today of ari exciting chase of the 
American liner St. Pau! by a German sub- 
marine as the former steamed toward 
Liverpool on Sunday. 

The St. Paul was loping easily along 
south of the Irish coast early in the day 
when the captain spied a submarine in the 
distance off the stern. The captain evi- 
dently decided that it would be discreet 
to avoid contact with the German sub- 
marine and signaled for top speed. At the 
same time he ordered the wireless to send 
out calls for help. The wireless messages 
were caught up by the admiralty and help 
arrived in due time. 

Before the admiralty got word, how- 
ever, the St. Paul found itself in a hot 
chase. Although words were painted 
twelve feet high on the sides of the steam- 
er, reading ‘‘American line, St. Paul,’’ that 
didn't in the least deter the submarine 
from pursuit. The submarine clung toa 
straight course off the stern of the ship 
some 280 yards away. The St. Paul 
speeded up to twenty knots an hour and 
the submarine was unable to gain. 

The submarine kept up the effort to 
come abreast of the liner until the St. 
Paul had! got to the bar leading to the 
channel. By that time help had arrived 
and the submarine turned and disap-

Britain and France Offer 


Joint Bonds; Conferees 


Making Progress, 


BERLIN MAY PROTEST. 


New York, Sept. 14.—[Special.]}—Fur- 
ther details of the loan by which the 
Anglo-French mission and the American 
financial interests will endeavor to stabil- 
ize foreign exchange became known in 
the Wall street district. 

No one who was in a position to have 
definite information of the affair had 
heard that anything less than $1,000,000,- 
000 would suffice. 

The credit is to be established by the 
issuance of joint government bonds of 
England and France drawing 5 per cent 
interest, the bonds being a first lien op 
the two countries named. 

Information’ was not so definite as to 
the maturity of the bonds and that will 
be one of the matters settled by discus- 
sion. From one source it was learned 
that some favor ten year bonds while 
others favor bonds which shall run from 
five to ten years, the former being the 
minimum, and the bonds to mature 
serially. 


_ Will Pay Loan in Dollars. 

One thing has been definitely agreed on 
without discussion and that is the bonds, 
principal, and interest are to be paid in 
American dollars, free from the income 
tax of both countries. The interest will 
be paid in New York City, and the princi- 
pal also as it becomes due. The bonds 
will be listed on the New York stock ex- 
change and will be dealt in as other 
bonds are dealt in. That is one of the 
arguments used by those who favor the 
longer term for the bonds; it will afford 
more opportunity for trading. 

It was pointed out significantly that it 
is the first time in history that England 
has ever been willing to pay a debt in the 
coin of another nation. Her gold sov- 
ereign has been the standard of the world 
for centuries. The American dollar for 
the first time supersedes and for that pur- 
pose is made the world's standard coin. 


Every Banker Asked to Aid. 

The bonds are to reach the American 
public through the most powerful finan- 
cial syndicate ever organised. This 
syndicate will consist not of any single 
group of bankers, any single financial! in- 
terest, but will be made up practically 
of every big banking institution in the 
United States. 

It was that principle which’ led men 
interested today to declare that it was 
absurd to say that great banking firms 
like Kuhn, Loeb & Co. or the Speyers 
would not be asked to participate. This 
was summed up: 

“Every American banker in the coun- 
try is asked to take off his coat and aid 
in making it possible for the producers 
of the United States, the farmers, the 
manufacturers, to dispose of the prod- 
ucts abroad at advantageous prices.”’ 

It had been reported that some of the 
great banking firms with German ante- 
cedents had been hurt because they had 
been left out of the conferences, assert- 
ing that they were good Americans and 
anxious to aid the country. 

J. J. Hill One of Backers. 

When James J. Hill called on Jacob 
Schiff this morning it was rumored that 
he had gone to extend an olive branch. 
Nothing like this was necessary, it was 
authoritatively stated. Mr. Hill said he 
had paid a twenty minute call on an old 
friend, and others said that all banking 
firms were expected or desired to help. 

Supplementing the Anglo-French loan 
came the report in the street that great 
German interests, realizing that nothing 
can prevent the present loan going 
through, since it appeals directly to the 
farming interests of the country, are now 
advocating a similar loan for Germany. 
Inasmuch as Germany is not able now to 
import anything because of the British 
blockade, the plan is to make large pur- 
chases of cotton and other commodities 
which will keep, and store them in this 
country until after the war. 

The movement, it was said, has been 
begun in the west and has been presented

WITNESS SS DESCRIBES END 
OF SUBMARINE’S CAREER. 


From Coast He Sees British De- 
stroyers Go After Enemy’s Boat 
—Oil Shows Its Fate. 


LONDON, Sept. 15, 4 a. m—The tell- 
tale wake they leave behind is responstble 
for the losses of German submarines, ac- 
cording to a writer for the Daily News, 
who adds: 

“ The losses have been more than formi- 
dable: they are irretrievadle.”’ 

“ Suddenly,”” he writes, “ the rear de- 
stroyer epurte! forward and gathered 
speed, foam dashing over its bows, while 
the others zigzagged and guns crackled. 
Soon the firing ceased, and the destroyers 
steamed on again ae before. When the 
next tide came in the water was coated 
with oil.”

Citizens Made Petition. 

A group of residents of the north shore 
‘petitioned the board of education recently 
to include “ some sort of military train- 
ing "* in ita high school curriculum. There 
were conferences, and the results exceed- 
ed the petitioners’ highest hopes. 

Plans are now under way for the forma- 
tion of a battalion similar to that at the 
University of I)linois—the most elaborate 
military organization, it is said, in any 
American high school. 

Col. Nicholson Paves Way. 

Col. Nicholson, commandant at Fort 
Sheridan, has agreed to detail an officer 
to organize the battalion and supervise 
the instruction and is now in communica- 
tion with the war department at Wash. 
ington, arranging for guns, ammunition, 
and other equipment. 

John Rothacker, athletic director at the 
school, already has started things by con- 
ducting a series of “ setting up” exer- 
ecises according to the manual of the Unit- 
ed States army. 

The completed battalion expects to have 
a band and all the other panoply of a full 
fledged military organization.

BRITISH NOW TOTAL 381,983 


Detailed Figures Show Casualties 
Up to Aug. 21—Most of Them 
Believed to Be in Dardanelles. 


LONDON, Sept. 14.~—Offictal announce- 
ment was made today in the house of 
commons that the total of British war 
casualties up to Aug. 21 was 881,983 of- 
ficers and men killed, wounded or miss- 
ing. 

Detailed figures of the casualties are 
announced as follows:

These figures refer to the army alone. 
Losses of the British army during the

The last previous statement of the total 
of British casualties was made by Pre- 
mier Asquith on June 9.

She said she had 
hed some trouble with another woman 
over her husband, but this was dismissed 
as a cause for the murder. Romana had 
been arrested, according to the police rec- 
ords, several months ago, but there had 
been no substantiated charges.

The pre- 
mier repudiated any desire to clore their 
lips, but he added that “ they ought to 
feel themselves under the most strict 
sense of responsibility. 

“Let them remember,” the premier 
said, “that they sit in the commons not 
as representatives of the army, but of 
thelr constituents. It would be most un- 
just that, because they happen to be in 
the army, they should pretend to come 
to the house with any mandate from the 
army. That would be an evil thing for 
the army and a bad thing for the com- 
mons. It is a daim I would never admit.’’

Fifteen thousand negro men and wom- 
en and children crowded—crowded is the 
word—the Coliseum last night to hear 
Mayor William Hale Thompson deliver 
an address at the Half Century Anni- 
versary exposition. 

The mayor had a written address to de- 
liver. He tried to deliver it, but the Bum 
of the assermbled 15,000 discouraged him. 
So after reading about a third of the 
speech he tossed it to one side and con- 
cluded; 

“TI could read the rest of this speech to 
you few in the front rows, and the rest 
of you could read parts of it tomorrow 
morning in the newspapers, to which I 
have sent copies. But I won't finish. 

"Let me repeat that I am proud to be 
here, and let me add these words: I am 
asked why I have appointed negroes in 
my cabinet, 

Here’s Why He Did It, 

“ Here is my answer: 

1, Because the persons appointed 
‘were essentiallf fitted 4nd qualified tor | 
the positions they were selected to fill. 

2. Because, in the name of hu- 
manity, it is my duty to do what I 
can to elevate rather than degrade 
any clase of American citizens. 

% Because during the preélection 
campaign I gave you my word that, if 
elected, I would give you a square 
deal, and Bill Thompson keeps his 
word. 

If Mr. Thompson had read the remain- 
ing 2,000 words of his prepared address 
he would have completed his review of the 
history of the negroes in the United 
States. He would also have explained 
moré in detail his attitude toward the 
negro race. But he could not have re- 
ce ved cheers any more vociferous then 
those which greeted the conclusion of his 
fifteen minute talk. 

Mr. Carey Talks, 

The subject of the mayor's appoint- 
ments to office was introduced by the 
Rev. A. J. Carey, who presided and pre- 
sented Mr. Thompson. 

“The colored people,”” Mr. Carey said, 
“esk no favora and no sympathy, nor 
do they ask any return for any support 
they may give to any cause, political or 
otherwise. They ask only for what they 
deserve as American citizens. 

“ Whatever Mayor Thompson has done, 
whatever he will do, he will do not out 
of sympathy for the descendants of @ 
race once enslaved but for American citi- 
gens who have earned their position. By 
his appointments Mayor Thompson fs 
merely recognizing the worth of a people. 

“There are three names which will 
stand high in American history—Abra- 
ham ‘Lincoin, William McKinley, and 
William Hale Thompson.”

Earl Kitchener Warns the 
Lords That Sacrifice 
Must Be Made. 


SEES ALLIED VICTORY, 


(By Cable to The Chicago Tribune.) 

LONDON, Sept. 15.—Enforced military 
service in Great Britain was intimated in 
an address made to the house of lords to- 
day by Kari Kitchener, secretary of state 
for war. 

Conscription also was the subject of a 
heated debate in the house of commons. 
Josiah C. Wedgwood, Liberal, urged th : 
government to appoint a strong war office 
committee to prepare a scheme of con- 
scription, the necessity of which during 
the course of the war had been abundant- 
ly demonstrated. Other Liberal members 
supported the idea,which was opposed by 
opposition members. 


Opposed by John Dillon. 

John Dillion, Nationalist for Bast Mayo, 
vehemently denounced conscription. He 
said that Pitt had tried it during the 
Napoleonic wars with success, Dut that 
it would be madness to try the experi- 
ment again, especially before the coun~- 
try wae thoreughly informed on the 
matter.

What He Didn’t Say. 

After the cheering had subsided the 
mayor picked up his written address and 
began to read.

Then followed the summarized explana- 
tion of his appointments. 

Some of the things the mayor wanted to 
say but didn't, follow: 

“I know that in some quarters I have 
been criticized severely for appointing a 
few representative negro citizens to posi- 
tions of honor, and trust, and dignity. I 
am glad to take the full responsibility and 
the honor for making every one of thore 
appointments, and I want to ask my crit- 
ics to be as manly and to come out into 
the open light of day with their un-Ameri- 
can sentiments. 

“Too much publicity is given the short- 
comings and frailties of the colored man 
and too little publicity is given his gentus 
and skill. 

“We read in the daily prints columr 
after column of sickening detail of crime 
or misdemeanor ocommitteed by some 
weak, abnormal individual of your race, 
but seldom do we s¢e accounts of the 
contributions to the world’s work by your 
sculptors, artists, poets, scientists, and 
educators. 

Prejudice “Still Exists. 

“ Since attaining persona! liberty, you 
are still the victims of relentless and un- 
reasoning prejudice which throws all 
sorts of obstacies in the path of your ad- 
vancement. , 

‘*It is considered presumptuous for an 
individual of your race to aspire to any 
employment other than menia) tasks, and 
there have been recent Instances where 
even your right to be considered among

“* Not long ago, expressions such asthis® 
were common: ‘ Why, what do you think? 
The mayor has put some niggers to work 
out at the garbage plant!’ Just as though 
negroes are not tc be considered human 
beings. 


Defends Public Holiday. 

“In some quarters where ft was sup- 
posed the criticism would reflect upon

IN INCOME TAX 


Treasury Wants Joint Levy 
for Couples if Both In- 
comes Top $20,000 


MORE REVENUE NEEDED

(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT ] 
Washington, D. C., Sept. 15.—[Special.] 
—In looking about for methods of raising 
more money to meet the neede of the 
government, treasury officials have prac- 
tically determined to recommend certain 
amendments to the income tax law. One 
of these would change the present scheme 
of taxing the incomes of husbands and 
wives where their incomes are both over 
$20,000. 

At the present time husbands and wives 


‘who are Kving together, if their aggré- 


gate income is under $20,000, are taxed 
on it jointly, whereas if their individual 
incomes are in excess of $20,000 they are 
taxed individualiy, and not jointly, under 
the additional tax section ofthe law. 

It is believed that if a joint supertax 
is ordered by congress it will result in 
the addition of several million dollars 
to the income tax collections annualy. 


Plan Joint Tax for Wealthy. 
Investigation of returns made by 
wealthy married persons indicates that 
in many inetances if the joint tax were 
levied they would be compelled to in- 
crease their tax payments anywhere from 
83 to 75 per cent and in some few cases 


100 per cent.

Provision for Separate Estates. — 

Where they have separate estates they 
make their returns jointly. but the 
amount of income of each and the full 
name and address of both must be speci- 
fied. The husband, under the treasury 
regulations, is held responsible for the 
making of the return. 

The joint lability of husband and wife 
applies only to those persons whose in- 
comes are under $20,000, for the law ape- 
cifically states that the additional tax— 
that amount levied on incomes in excess 
of $20,000—shall be levied on the ** net in- 
come of every individual.” Thus, if a 
man has an income of $19, 000 and his wife 
has an income of $10,000, they ere not 
eubject to the additional tax feature of 
the law aa it stands. Ifthe law is amend- 
ed, however, according to the treasury 
officials, they would be compelled to pay 
an additional tax of 1 per cent on the 
amount of their joint net income in excess 


of $20,000.

1 e- handsomest filling for cream 
puffs and all its relatives is whipped 
cream, stiffened with a little soaked 
and cooked gelatin if it must stand

The 
stiffened whipped cream is also the best 
thing for meringues if they are to stand 
for any time after being filled, being thus 
the lightest of foods in appearance and 
weight but solid in actual food value 

The cosmopolitan name for the other 
filling for cream puffs is “ pastry cream,”’ 
which is exactly what American house- 
wives have ised for that variety of Warh- 
ington pie, tream filled; that is, a round 
cake split n an@ filled with a coorsd 
oream. 

There is afgood deal of leeway allowed 
im the making of this cream, and no great 
difference flavor; but a good deal in 


food value, when three times the eggs 


are used from that of the most economical 
eort. This added food value is what 
makes so-called rich foods.

~When three eggs are used work the

about a half cup of powdered sugar and

utes. Cook over hot water and stir while 


cooling, folding in carefully the stiffly 
beaten whites of eggs.
